Inexhaustible Consolation 


In times of trouble the Bible glows 
with new light and warmth. During 
the last two years it has lightened the 
darkness of Christians in England and 
Europe, and many an unbeliever has 
turned to it for comfort. In a recent 
letter, Dr. O. Vansteenberghe, Co-Director 
of the Belgian Gospel Mission, related 
an incident that dates back to the in- 
vasion of Belgium more than a year ago. 
Most of the Mission property was not 
seriously damaged, but the building at 
Tournai was destroyed. Referring to 
the evangelist in charge of that post, 
Dr. Vansteenberghe writes: “In con- 
versation with Mr. Van Doorne I learned 
a very touching detail relative to the 
burning of our building at Tournai. You 
will doubtless recall that when Van 
Doorne saw the roof of our house blaz- 
ing he hurried to get out the Bibles and 
New Testaments, the Gospels and the 
tracts, to place them on the sidewalk 
across the street in the hope that numer- 
ous passers-by would find there food for 
their souls. That is just what happened. 
Mr. Boitte, who went by there in May, 
told Mr. Van Doorne that he saw sol- 
diers and refugees taking copies of the 
Holy Scriptures. A short time ago Mr. 
Van Doorne received a letter from a 
former soldier in which he said he had 
taken a New Testament and that the 


reading of this Book was an inexhaust- 
ible source of consolation during tHe 
period of terror which followed. I be- 
lieve that there would be many such 
testimonies if only we could gather them 
in. Eternity alone will reveal to us 
the whole extent of the good that the 
Scriptures distributed in this way will 
have done to some souls,”

Further evidence of new interest in 
the Bible is coming to light. Recently 
the Times (July 12) quoted the state- 
ment from the New York World Tele- 
gram that “the mood of Jerusalem is 
evidenced by a shortage of Bibles in 
the European languages.” It is good 
to find another secular magazine call- 
ing attention to the same sort of inter- 
est. B. C. Forbes, editor and publisher 
of a business magazine published twice 
monthly and bearing his own name, 
writes: “My colleague of a quarter of 
a century who selects the Biblical texts 
appearing in each issue sends me this

memo: ‘Lately there has been a notable 
increase in the number of texts sub- 
mitted by readers. While many are on 
cards or plain paper, far more than for- 
merly come on the letterheads of large 
or small companies, Either many more 
Forbes subscribers are reading their 
Bibles these days or many more Bible 
students are reading Forbes.’ Is it not 
eternally true that mortals are more dis- 
posed to turn to God in times of trouble 
than when life flows along like a song?

‘Vain is the help 
that man supplies.’” Not only is the 
fact itself interesting, but also Mr. 
Forbes’ discerning and timely comment 
on faith in man, which many people 
are realizing is utterly futile. Many are 
echoing the Psalmist’s words, “Help, 
Lord; for the godly man ceaseth; for 
the faithful fail from among the chil- 
dren of men” (Psa. 12:1). But God 
is faithful, he will not fail, and there 
is light and comfort in His Word for 
all who turn to it.

The Old Church Prayer Meeting—Il 


meeting work (yes, I mean just 

that — prayer meeting work) is 
concentration in prayer—everyone in 
the room praying for the same thing at 
the same time. This gives every definite 
and individual request the benefit of 
the faith and prayer of every pray-er 
in the room, and something is bound to 
happen. Let the pastor request of every 
person in the room that, when a prayer 
is being offered audibly, he forget every- 
thing else and unite on that one thing. 
When fifty to one hundred prayers are 
united on the same object at the same 
moment, with resolute faith and deter- 
mination for an answer, the answer will 
come. Hundreds of souls have been 
saved in this way. Ordinarily this is 
better than permitting each one to pray 
at random with no special object in 
view. Of course there are conditions 
for prayer and hindrances to preyer, 
and these are dealt with in our booklet, 


O= of the main objects in prayer 


“What Happened When You Prayed?”1 
We are supposing a company of honest 
praying people who are willing to meet 
the conditions and be delivered from 
the hindrances as they are brought to 
their attention. 

Among the good methods of securing 
unity and concentration in prayer is the 
one outlined in last week’s editorial: hav- 
ing not more than three requests at a time, 
the entire audience dealing definitely 
with them, one by one, before adding 
any more requests. 

Another excellent method is to get 
one request, ask for volunteers for that 
one, then another, then another, and 
so on. Then when you go to prayer 
each one has his own assignment, he 
knows just what he is to pray for, and 
everyone in the room is concentrating 
on the same thing at the same moment. 
There is power in this sort of praying.

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Do not use the same method always; 
vary it. Avoid ruts and monotony. Keep 
things fresh and interesting. Once in a 
while allow five minutes or so for quar- 
ter to half minute reports on answers to 
prayer, and there will be plenty of them. 
No long speeches, please. Soon you will 
see the people coming with their note- 
books and pencils, writing down every 
request, and watching eagerly for the 
answers, and going out among the un- 
saved, seeking requests. The interest 
will be intense, and you couldn’t hire 
one of them to stay away from prayer 
meeting. The people will go where 
something is going on. 

Sometimes a number of requests are 
given, then a “season of prayer” is 
called. A few favorite requests are 
mentioned several times, and some are 
not remembered at all. This is not 
good, 

Have a set time, and begin on the dot 
and close as nearly on the dot as pos- 
sible. Then people, especially business- 
men, know just what to depend on. Have 
your pianist there at least a half. minute 
before the dot. If she, or he, will not 
do it, get one who will. And you, 
preacher, see that you are there your- 
self. If the people are not trained that 
way, train them. Start the meeting on 
time, even if you and the pianist are the 
only ones there. Before long the peo- 
ple will come earlier. They can as 
well as not; if is usually mere care- 
lessness. 

Once I visited a pastor friend for about 
six weeks. Of course, we went to 
prayer meeting. About ten minutes be- 
fore the time I would say, “Time to 
start for prayer meeting.” “Oh, no, 
plenty of time.” Five minutes later I 
would speak again. “Plenty of time; 
there will be no one there; the people, 
with one or two exceptions, do not come 
on time. Why should 1?” Perhaps about 
five minutes or more after the appointed 
time we would start, and after a five- 
minute walk reach the church. I am 
sorry to say, we were there “on time”; 
sometimes we were a little early. In con- 
versation with some of the people I 
learned the reason for so much tardi- 
ness at prayer meeting. They said, “Oh, 
well, the preacher does not come on 
time, why should we?” There you have 
. it. Need I say that the prayer meetings 
did not amount to much; were cold, 
formal, and uninteresting, and poorly 
attended? 

It was once my lot to become asso- 
ciate in a city church. It came to pass 
that the pastor became ill and had ‘to 
take a six-months’ vacation. I was left 
alone. I stated to the officers that I 
intended to have a real prayer meeting 
on the regular prayer meeting night;

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although our meetings were good -and 
quite well attended. “What do you 
mean —nothing but prayer?” “That is 
about all.” “And you will not give 
us a message?” “No message.” “No 
testimonies?” “No testimonies.” Sev- 
eral groans. “You wait and see; we 
can try it for a while, and then if you 
do not like it we can see about some- 
thing else.” 

We went to work. I showed that the 
prayer meeting was not only a worship 
meeting, if was also a work meeting; 
a-meeting where we did business for 
God and the church: -I insisted that 
each church member had a weekly busi- 
ness engagement with God, and God ex- 
pected him to meet that engagement 
promptly and regularly. .We had sev- 
eral businessmen in the church, and they 
liked that. We began at eight on the 
dot and closed at nine on the dot, or 
nearly’ so. _We followed somewhat the 
order previously outlined: a song or two, 
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two or three clear définite requests for 
prayer, two or three definite prayers 
with everyone uniting on the same re- 
quest at the same moment, another song, 
more requests, more prayer, and so on 
through the hour. 

God began to answer these definite 
prayers, and the interest grew. Soon 
we had to abandon the prayer room for 
the auditorium, and that became well 
filled. Then we extended the time of 
our prayer meeting from 9 to. 9:15. 
Shortly, ky request; we began at 7.45; 
then extended the time to 9.30; then, 
believe it or not, the request came to run 
from 7.30 to 9.30. 

A dry old time for two solid hours? 
Not a bit of it! If you were to drop 
in you -would see a sea of eager faces. 
Each had a notebook and pencil. The 
prayer requests were written down by 
each person, and there were plenty of 
requests. This meeting, with two Bible

Is Gold Perishable? 


Will you kindly discuss the following: 
In 1 Peter 1:7, 18, the writer speaks of gold 
as being perishable. Now, so far as I can 
ascertain, according to science, gold is in- 
destructible— does not rust or tarnish — 
and even if dissolved or alloyed with other 
substances can be regained by chemical 
processes, Jamieson, Fausset and Brown 
agree with Peter. Is there any sense in 
which gold is destructible? I am a firm 
believer in the Bible as God’s Word, but 
believe that scientific truths are God's also 
—I don’t mean theories, but ascertained 
facts—A British Columbia reader. 


The texts referred to in this letter are 
as follows: “That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of gold 
that .perisheth, though. it be tried with 
fire, might be found unto praise and hon- 
our and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ. . . . Forasmuch: as ye know that 
ye.were not redeemed with corruptible 
things,’ as: silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradition 
from: your fathers”; and the eighteenth 
verse_is followed by these words which 
have brought such comfort to believers, 
“But with the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish and. without 
spot.” ~The notes: of Jamieson, Fausset 
and Brown on these texts are in. part 
as follows: “If gold, though perishing 
(verse 18), is yet tried with fire in order 
to remove dross and test its genuineness, 
how much more does your faith, which 
shall never perish, need to pass through 
a fiery trial to remove whatever is de- 
fective, and ‘to test its genuineness and 
full value? . . . Gold and silver being 
liable to:corruption themselves, can free 
no one from spiritual and bodily death; 


they are therefore of too: little value. 


Contrast verse 19, Christ’s ‘precious 
blood.’ ” 

One who is well qualified to comment 
on the reader’s question concerning the 
destructibility of gold is W. B. Landon, 
a Christian man, who for forty-two 
years was a railroad chemist and is now 
retired. For thirty-six of these years 
he was with the Erie Railroad, and be- 
came chief chemist for that company. 
Having read the letter from the British 
Columbia reader, he replies as follows: 

“In second Peter 3:10 is the following: 
‘And the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat.’ God is telling of the time 
when a great catastrophe will overtake 
the earth: Fervent heat means very hot. 

“The boiling or vapor point of gold 
is 2,500 degrees centigrade. At the time 
the elements melt with fervent heat the 
boiling point of gold will undoubtedly 
be reached and gold will perish or pass 
away as a vapor. The boiling point of 
iron is 2,450 degrees centigrade; copper 
2,310 degrees centigrade; chromium 2,200 
degrees. centigrade; molybdenum 3,620 
degrees centigrade. 2 

“If the elements such as gold, copper, 


‘iron, etc., are melted, that indicates a 


certain degree of heat, but if- burned 
up, as wood, coal, etc., that means pass- 
ing into vapor or smoke, which would 
be a still higher temperature which God 
could easily bring about by some catas- 
trophe, and such temperatures as in the 
sun would vaporize the elements.”

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Blessings That Came Out of the Zamzam Disaster 


As the missionaries reviewed the sea tragedy at a great 
mass meeting in New York

T WAS a sweltering summer evening 
—the evening of June 27. But long 
before the appointed hour, people 

were pouring into the Baptist Temple 
of Brooklyn, New York. Some had 
traveled several hundred miles to be 


present on the occasion of the first pub- . 


lic appearance of twenty missionary 
survivors of the ill-fated Zamzam. A 
few, perhaps, had been drawn by idle 
curiosity, but for the most part they 
were men and women who had given 
and prayed for the outgoing of this very 
party. They were loved ones and 
friends whose interests were closely 
linked with those of the Africa Inland 
Mission, under whose auspices the great 
mass meeting was being held, and of 
the South Africa General and Sudan 
Interior Missions, which were co-operat- 
ing in the gathering. 

An atmosphere of expectation greeted 
the missionaries as they took their places 
on the platform. More than two thou- 
sand voices were raised in the opening 
hymn, “Hallelujah, Jesus Ransomed Me,” 
swelling into a pzan of triumph on*the 
“glory, glory, glory” of the last line as 
the singers realized afresh the mighty 
power of a God who had delivered His 
servants from a grave in the deep and 
brought them home unharmed. 


Giving God the Glory 


The purpose and attitude of the assem- 
bly was well expressed by a New Jersey 
pastor as he spoke to the Lord in prayer: 
“We have come together to hear how 
Thou dost send forth Thy people to do 
Thy glorious work.” 

Briefly, the story of the party was this: 
The S. S. Zamzam,,an Egyptian vessel 
with more than one hundred mission- 
aries on board, had left New York on 
March 20. A safe trip had been made 
to points in South America and the boat 
pulled out of Pernambuco, Brazil, on 
April 9, bound for Capetown and East 
African ports. The last sight of land 
was framed in a rainbow, significant to 
the missionary passengers of the Lord’s 
protecting care on this new lap of the 
long journey. 

On the morning of April 17, just four 
days out of Capetown, the travelers were 
awakened by shells being fired at the 
Zamzam from the German raider, Tam- 
esis. The shelling lasted for only ten 
minutes, but the Zamzam was severely 
damaged. All aboard hurried to the 
lifeboats, and after harrowing experi- 
ences in the water, were picked up by 
the raider. Cabin baggage was transfer- 
red from the stricken ship to the raider 


For the past few weeks readers of 
the Times have had the opportunity 
of following the personal testimonies 
of four of the missionaries who were 
on board the Zamzam when she was 
sunk by the Germans in the South 
Atlantic on April 17. A little more 
than two months later twenty of 
these missionaries gathered te tell 
of their experiences before a great 
audience at a meeting arranged by 
the Africa Inland Mission. Mr. 
Davis, who is Associate General Sec- 
retary of the Mission, now tells of 
that meeting in this concluding 
article. “The missionaries who ap- 
peared in Brooklyn that night,” 
writes Mr. Davis, “were not a group 
of refugees returning in defeat. They 
were a band of soldiers coming 
home in triumph.” 








until the middle of the afternoon, when 
the Zamzam was sunk by time bombs. 
After thirty hours on the raider, the 
crew and passengers of the Zamzam 
were put on board a prison ship where 
they spent five anxious weeks, finally 
running the British blockade and reach- 
ing St.-Jean-de-Luz, in occupied France. 
There the Americans were separated 
from the party, and other nationals, in- 
cluding three of the nineteen African 
Inland Mission workers, were sent on to 
German concentration camps. The 
American group was held under guard 
at Biarritz for twelve days, until nego- 
tiations could be made by the American 
consul to have them taken to Portugal 
and sent back to America. 


Comfort from “Daily Light” 


The tragedy was a tremendous blow to 
every mission concerned, yet‘ had not 
God permitted it? And might not He 
who sees the end from the beginning 
have had some great purpose for His 
glory in it all—a purpose that could 
not have been fulfilled in any other 
way? Had He not even, in some meas- 
ure, revealed His reason to His own 
through the pages of “Daily Light” the 
very day the green fields of Spain first 
came in sight after the weary, danger- 
ous weeks at sea? Their hearts were 
strengthened by His Word as they read: 
“Nevertheless he saved .them for his 
name’s sake, that he might make his 
mighty power to be known” (Psa. 
106: 8). 

To hear of “his mighty power”! That 
is why the auditorium was filled to 
capacity that hot June night, and the 





overflow meeting downstairs crowded 
out! And the mighty power of God was 
made known as, one after another, 
twenty missionaries gave their word of 
testimony to the present-day miracle 
which He had permitted them to ex- 
perience. Let them speak for them- 
selves. 

“It is not quite four months ago,” 
said a man of nineteen years’ experi- 
ence of soul-winning in the Belgian 
Congo, “that some of us stood on this 
very platform a few days before we 
sailed for Africa. Much has happened 
in that short time. .. . On the morning 
of April 17, we were awakened by the 
roar of cannon and bursting of shell. 
The first thought that came to me was 
this, ‘They are doing it after all.’ You 
see, we were confident that this boat. 
was going to go through without being 
molested. But in God’s permissive will 
it was allowed to be otherwise.” 


Seeing God’s Hand in the Trials 


He went on to tell how, after taking 
his wife and small daughter to their 
lifeboat station and bidding them fare- 
well, it might be, for the last time, he 
and his twelve-year-old son had reached 
their lifeboat only to find half of it 
blown away. They had had to take refuge 
in. another boat already crowded be- 
yond its intended capacity. “Then we 
steered away from the sinking Zamzam,” 
he continued. “It is a peculiar feeling 
one has to be steering away from the 
only point of contact, but it is wonderful 
how God sustains, how God comforts, 
and how God keeps. . . . We had per- 
fect peace and quietness of heart even 
in the little lifeboat on the big ocean.” 

The missionary’s wife had a word of 
praise to add: “To my mind,” she said, 
“the greatest token of God’s favor and 
mercy upon us was that, of the mis- 
sionaries on board the Zamzam, not one 
was injured in any way. Shells burst 
around us, beside us, below us, above 
us — and all escaped without one scratch. 
There were businessmen on the boat 
going to Africa, and some of them were 
wounded. . ... But all the missionaries 
escaped !” 

There was joy over God’s deliverance 
of his own, yet Christian hearts went 
out in compassion to those who went 
through that bitter experience without 
Him. As day by day the missionary 
group had pled for the souls of their 
fellow passengers, so now, in Brooklyn, 
there was a pause in the midst of the 
testimonies. Heads were bowed and

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14, 1941, Hungarian Protestants 

celebrated the 350th anniversary of 
the translation of the whole Bible into 
Hungarian by Gaspar Karoli. Two 
enormous copies of the first edition of 
the Karoli Bible were on the platform 
of the Reformed Theological College in 
Budapest. Karoli was the Tyndale of 
Hungary, and that he was not martyred 
for his ministry was because of the 
armed protection of Rakoczi, Bathori, 
and other Hungarian noblemen who also 
defrayed the cost of publication. This 
version is to Hungary what Luther’s 
Bible has been to Germany. Bishop 
Ravasz, speaking at the celebration, 
said: 

“The revolutionary factor in Protes- 
-tantism was the giving of Holy Scrip- 
ture in their mother tongue to every 
people. It is a miracle in the history 
of civilization that one single book has 
appeared in a thousand tongues,—a 
thing without parallel. During the last 
two thousand years in how many million 
church services, Bible classes, private 
times of devotion, has the Scripture been 
a constantly renewing spiritual injec- 
tion. Nothing in the world has so in- 
fluenced human culture.” 

Sweden, too, is celebrating a centenary 
of its Bible translation, in this case the 
four hundredth. The Swedish version 
was ‘made by two brothers, Olaus Petri 
and. Laurentius Petri, whose faces will 
shortly appear on postage stamps. Peter- 
son, sons of Peter, is their vernacular 
name, sons spiritually of that Peter who 
wrote, “The grass withereth and the 
flower thereof falleth away, but the 
word of the Lord endureth forever” (1 
Pet. 1:24, 25). Olaus Petri (i. e. Ole 
Peterson) was the creator of modern 
Swedish, as Luther of modern German. 

These Scandinavian lands have of late 
been discovered by those who are look- 
ing for honest government, efficiency, 
intelligence, and a merciful social ad- 
ministration. I notice these writers 
never mention the taproot to which 
these things are ultimately to be traced, 
the Bible of the Swedish reformers. 
Here is the real reason why Stockholm 
has no Tammany Hall. If the New 
Testament is read and acted on, we may 
some day have as honest administration 
in American cities as in Scandinavian. 

Another Peterson is Bishop of Man- 
chester, N. H. In commending the

A Danish Leader 


Bishop Grundtvig was the greatest 
figure in the Christian life of Den- 
mark in the nineteenth century, being 
known especially for two things: first 
for his uncompromising defense of 
the evangelical faith as against the 
church unbelief of his day; and sec- 
ondly, for his great contribution to 
the cause of Christian education in 
the continuation schools with which 
he covered the land. Now a memo- 
rial church has been dedicated to him 
in Copenhagen, to the construction 
of which 1,100 Danish parishes have 
contributed. At the dedication all 
the Danish bishops, the royal family, 
members of the Government, and 
others of station were present, a trib- 
ute to one of the leaders of modern 
Denmark. 

The monumental tower of this 
church is conventionalized in the 
form of organ pipes to recall, I sup- 
pose, the fact that Bishop Grundtvig 
was a great hymn writer, who led his 
nation in Christian song. Around the 
church a whole district has grown 
up, whose architectural lines corres- 
pond with those of the church.

Gideon Notes—Mr. Bontrager, an 
Ohio Gideon, is placing Bibles in local 
jails, and says the inmates are as pleased 
“as if I were handing out gold coins.” 
“In my business travels I drive around 
30,000 miles each year. About two 
years ago I started to pick up hitch- 
hikers, and not only gave them a ride 
but offered them a New Testament. 
The most striking thing I encountered 
was that men are hungry for the Gos- 
pel. Some did not know what the New 
Testament was. I have given Testa- 
ments to over seventy-five hitch-hikers 
and have yet to find a man who re- 
fused it.” 

In the First Baptist Church, San Juan, 
Porto Rico, on March 2nd, occurred the 
dedication of 700 Gideon Bibles, — 400 
for the public schools. House packed 
to capacity! On the platform were Jus- 
tice Cuevas of the Porto Rico Supreme 
Court, the President of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, and the Representative 
of the Commissioner of Education, all 
of whom spoke. The preliminary wor- 
ship was led by Enrique Espinosa, 
President of the Evangelical Knights of 
Porto Rico. These Bibles were a gift 
of the Ohio Gideons. 


Lutherans to the Fore—There are 
three training camps close to Alex- 
andria in Louisiana, with 100,000 men. 
Nearly 25,000 of these are Lutherans. 
The Service Men’s Division of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council has secured a 
large three-story building in the heart 
of the city and remodeled and furnished 
it as a Lutheran center. Thousands of 
soldiers will make use of its various 
facilities. Here is a story of Christian 
testimony: 

Chaplain A. J. Boe sent out a ques- 
tionnaire on the religious affiliation of 
the soldiers. Two replies came back 
from officers claiming to be atheists. One 
of these later tackled the chaplain, who 
for an hour or more spoke to him of 
God’s way of salvation through Christ. 
Some days later he said to Mr. Boe, 
“Chaplain, I have changed my way; I 
see things differently now.” He has be- 
come the most potent force Mr. Boe has 
in witnessing to Christ among the of- 
ficers of the division. 

Another commanding officer was not- 
able for iis profanity. He happened to 
attend when the chaplain was preach- 
ing on the Second Commandment. “That 
day at mess when this Commanding 
Officer entered, instead of coming in 
with a burst of profanity he said, ‘Gen- 
tlemen, I guess we will all have to take 
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care of our tongues, that we refrain 
from swearing in the future.’” 

The emergency fund for orphaned 
Lutheran missions in all fields amounted 
in 1940 to $238,229. In 1941 it bids fair 
to attain $400,000. This has kept mis- 
sions intact, purchased food and sup- 
plies, and encouraged those on the field 
to hang on. In spite of disrupted bank- 
ing facilities, every dollar sent to or- 
phaned missions reached the field in- 
tended. In this connection we may add 
that the exiled government of Norway, 
with headquarters in London, has ap- 
propriated a fund of nearly $250,000 for 
the support of the 450 missionaries of 
seventeen orphaned Norwegian mission- 
ary societies, in China, Japan, India, and 
Africa. This action is practically un- 
precedented in the annals of govern- 
ment. During normal times the annual 
contribution of Norwegians to missions 
totaled $1,250,000,—a very great sum 
for this poor country. 

Unprecedented? Well, all precedents 
are being broken. The Chinese Govern- 
ment, Dr. Arthur Taylor of the China 
Inland Mission tells us, has recently in- 
timated its willingness to provide free 
transportation to missionaries working in 
Japanese-occupied areas of China where 
they are unwanted, to the free areas 
where they are unquestionably welcome. 
“This is one of the most amazing over- 
tures ever made by a responsible gov- 
ernment to a foreign mission.” 


The National Bible Institute, New 
York, of which Dr. J. Oliver Buswell, 
Jr., is the new president, when build- 
ing its present fine building, was 
caught by the depression of 1929, and 
since then has done its great work un- 
der the shadow of heavy mortgage. It 
has an eleven-story property worth a 
million dollars. On February, 1941, its 
indebtedness was over $800,000. This 
has been reduced to $400,000, the bank 
holding the principal mortgage, having 
voluntarily written off $300,000. An- 
other bank, holding an obligation of 
$44,000 plus accrued interest, has cut 
its claim to $10,000. The time has come 
to clean up the remaining debt and to 
free this great work, so that it may 
carry on unhindered by financial chains. 
This can be done if all who are inter- 
ested will help this powerful, evangeli- 
cal institution in what is now our 
greatest city and which is destined to 
be the world’s premier city in the field 
of finance and general power. Paul 
always made for the cities.

How he would 
rejoice to see this truly Pauline school 
debt-free in the coming world me- 
tropolis !

ing president. If Dr. Bixler were of 
the evangelical type of the former presi- 
dent of Amherst, the Dr. Julius Seelye 
after whom he is apparently named, 
this selection would be altogether satis- 
factory. But he is a radical of the radi- 
cals, judging from his written articles. 
It is a strange proceeding, this of going 
to the Unitarian theological school at 
Harvard for head of a Christian insti- 
tution. The Board of Education of 
the Baptists has let many institu- 
tions, built up by the contributions 
of evangelical Baptists, slip away from 
denominational control and possession. 
It, however, keeps up its eternal appeal 
for money for “Christian education.” 
Why does it not protect for the denomi- 
nation that which it already has? 





A Christian Publisher 


Pickering and Inglis, Ltd., of Lon- . 
don has been one of the leading evan- 
elical presses of our time. Its 
ounder, Henry Pickering, died re- 
cently. Mr. Pickering was converted 
when sixteen in a farmer’s barn in 
Northumberland, where Gospel meet- 
ings were being held. He associated 
himself with the Brethren, and after 
a time started a modest printing shop 
in his father’s house, traveling to 
solicit orders for printing. Later he 
transferred his business to Glasgow 
and was active also in evangelistic 
work. His business grew, branches 
being opened in London, Liverpool, 
Newcastle, Manchester, and Edin- 
burgh. His staple was the publication 
of solid evangelical books, tracts, 
and periodicals, and thanks to his 
great business ability the firm later 
wee one of the best known in the 
world. 


On one occasion he was asked to 
address a meeting of Scottish Chris- 
tian railway men. He had been 
hindered from making due prepara- 
tion and was musing in the train as to 
what to say. Then it occurred to him 
to base his talk on the initials of the 
various systems whose rolling stock 
he observed from the train window. 
N.B. (North Britain) stood for New 
Birth; C.R. for Christ’s Return; H.R. 
the. Heavenly railway; G.N.S. the 
Great Need of Salvation; and G. and 
S.W.R., Go and Seek to Win Rail- 
waymen. 














Archeological Notes.—Excavations un- 
der the Church of St. Sebastian at Rome 
are said to have uncovered the home 
of the Hermes of Romans 16:14. If this 
is confirmed it is a discovery of great 
importance. An _ inscription affirmed 
that this house belonged to Hermes, 
who at an advanced age had become 
Fres- 
coes, wonderfully preserved, and painted 
over those of pagan gods, represented 
such parables of Christ as the Vine, the 
Virgins, and the Sower. As these Chris- 
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tian frescoes are placed at A. D. 58, 
it is clear that the 15th of John, the 
Parable of the Vine, was well known 
long before this. A tablet “in memory 
of Rufus” obviously referred to the 
Rufus of Romans 16:13 and Mark 15:21. 
Indications showed that the house was a 
meeting place for Christians. 

Among those in Romans 16 who send 
greetings through Paul to the Roman 
brethren is “Erastus the chamberlain of 
the city” of Corinth where the Epistle 
to the Romans was written. It will be 
recalled that excavations in Corinth 
some years ago laid bare a lovely mosaic 
floor bearing the name of Erastus. 

Under the Church of St. Severin, 
Cologne, a Christian cemetery of the 
fourth century has been opened by the 
archeologist Tholen. .Coins with the 
head of Constantine and the date, A. D. 
325, were found in the coffins. The 
slab over a child’s grave bore, between 
olive branches and palms, the monogram 
of Christ with the inscription, “Here lies 
Concordia, her parents’ darling a half 
year old,’ an innocent child now in 
Heaven.” 

The five hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of St. Stephen’s, the cathedral 
enurch of Vienna, occurs this year. 
Prof. Eduard Castle, in the Wiener Neue 
Tageblatt, describes the mystic numerals 
of its construction. The breadth of the 
nave is 3 times 37 or 111 feet. This in- 
creased by. the two transepts comes to 
22 feet (2x3x37). The length of the 
church is 3x3x37 or 333 feet. The height 
of the ‘spire is 4x3x37 or 444 feet. 

The proportion of the entire breadth 
to the entire length is 2x3. 

The height of the nave is. 2x37, or 74. 
Thus the number 37 runs through all as 
a sacred number. Prof. Castle says it 
must have been a profound theologian 
and mathematician who planned the key 
number 37 for the building of St. 
Stephen’s. According to the widely held 
symbolism of the Middle Ages ten (X) 
was the sign of the cross; XXX, thirty, 
of the Trinity; and :seven, the number 
of the days of creation, and of the sacra- 
ments, and of the gifts of the Holy Spirit. 


Brief Notes 


The movement for church union in 
South India has been proceeding for 
twenty-five years but never gets any- 
where. It is always blocked by the 
sacerdotal theory of apostolic succession. 
The South India United Church proposes 
that laymen be licensed to administer 
the communion, a desirable thing where 
the churches are always shorthanded for 
leaders. “No,” respond others, “it would 
imperil the present ecclesiastical order.” 


The Bogomoltsi of Serbia is a society 
founded by Bishop Nicolai Velimirovic 
in the twenties, whose members pledge 
themselves to live according to God’s 
laws, to keep the church fasts, help the 
poor, avoid evil talk, and to keep their 
word. Above all, constantly, alone or in 
groups, they pray.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Pastor of the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Approach to the Lesson 


N READING the description of the 
I new Jerusalem, the eternal Home 

of thé heavenly saints, it is im- 
portant to remember that God is speak- 
ing in symbols, as indicated in chapter 
1, verse 1, where the word translated 
“signified” really means “made it known 
by symbols.” But it is easy to read 
these in the light of what is elsewnere 
revealed in the Word of God. 

We have here that city which hath 
foundations, for which Abraham looked 
in faith (Heb. 11:10). It is set forth in 
chapter 21, verses 1 to 7, as it will be 
for all eternity, when the new heavens 
and the new earth shall succeed the 
present temporal conditions. But from 
verse 9 of chapter 21 through verse 5 
of chapter 22, we see the heavenly city 
in. connection with the millennial King- 
dom of our Lord Jesus Christ. Then the 
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nations will learn war:no more. Those will 
be the days of Heaven upon earth, when 
the holy city, the center of light and 
blessing, will be the capital of the glori- 
ous Kingdom over which Christ and His 
bride, the Church, will reign in right- 
eousness. 


The Historical Setting 


The Apostle John, who had labored 
for many years in the district known 
as Asia, with his home in Ephesus, was 
banished to the isle of Patmos in the 
7Egean Sea, in the reign of Domitian 
(A. D. 81-96), because of his faithful 
testimony. According to Eusebius it 
was in the latter part of this reign that 
John’s imprisonment took place, and 
that this book was written. 


Verse by Verse 


Rev. 21:1—“A new heaven and a new 
earth.” This will be the eternal state. 
It is predicted in Isaiah 65:17 and 66: 
22, and is referred to by the Apostle 
Peter as a scene “wherein dwelleth 
righteousness” (2 Pet. 3:13). In that 


new and glorious condition there will 
be “no more sea,” for all that speaks 
of changes and.separations will be done 
away. 


Verse 2—“The holy city, new Jeru- 
salem, coming down from God out of 
heaven.” This is the throne city of the 
eternal Kingdom and the residence of 
the bride, the Lamb’s wife (Rev. 19:7). 
Just as Babylon is both a city and a 
harlot, so the new Jerusalem is viewed 
both as a city and a bride. 


Verse 3.—“The tabernacle of God is 
with men.” The heavenly city is the 
connecting link between the new 
heavens and. the new earth, where God 
shall dwell in the midst of His redeemed 
creation. 


Verse 4—“God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.” At last all 
earth’s tale of sorrow and suffering will 
have been told (Psa. 90:9) and a state 
of unchanging joy and blessedness will 
ensue, never to be disturbed by death, 
sorrow, crying, or pain. 


Verse 5.—“Behold, I make all things 
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new.”. The new creation will supersede 
the present creation, which has been so 
marred by sin and consequent suffering. 


Verse 6—“I will give unto him that 
is athirst of the fountain of the water 
of life freely.” John has yet to speak, 
in verse 8, of the sad portion of those 
who have spurned the grace of God and 
passed into eternity impenitent, but ere 
he does so he is authorized to give an- 
other invitation to partake of the living 
water, which is freely offered in the 
Gospel of Christ. 


Verse 7.—‘He that overcometh shall 
inherit all things.” .The overcomer is 
the one who believes in the Lord Jesus 
and is born from above (1 John 5:4, 5). 


Verse 10.—“That great city, the holy 
Jerusalem.” A new section begins with 
verse 9. John is invited to a close-up 
view of “the bride, the Lamb’s wife,” 
just as in chapter 17:1 he was summoned 
to behold in detail the false bride, the 
harlot Babylon. In this section we are 
carried back to millennial times:and we 
see the new Jerusalem in relation, not 
to the eternal state, but to the Kingdom 
age. 

Verse 11.—‘“Having the glory of God.” 
In that coming age, God will be glori- 
fied in the very world where He has 
been so grievously dishonored. 

Verse 12—‘A wall great and high.” 
The wall speaks of protection and sep- 
aration. It tells of salvation in all its 
fullness (Isa. 26:1; 60:18). No enemy 
shall ever be able to pass through those 
“twelve gates.” The gate is the place 
of judgment and inasmuch as _ the 
heavenly city will be the place from 
which God will rule the~ universe 
through Israel, the earthly people, the 
names of “the twelve tribes” are en- 
graven on the gates. This accords with 
our Lord’s promise to the twelve apos- 
tles (Matt. 19:28). 


Verse 22.—“‘I saw no temple therein.” 
There will be no need of a temple there, 
for every redeemed one will have imme- 
diate access to the Lord Himself. Wor- 
ship will be unhindered and praise will 
be unceasing. 


Verse 23—“The Lamb is the lamp 
thereof.” The Revised Version. gives 
the best rendering here. A lamp is a 
vessel in which the light is centered 
and from which it shines forth. The 
glory of God will shine out from Christ 
Himself. 

Verse 24.—“The nations of them which 
are saved.” This makes it evident that 
millennial conditions are in view. Men 
are still seen as divided into nations 
and the kings of the earth — the leaders 
of those nations — recognize the author- 
ity of Him who is King of kings and 
Lord of lords (19:16).

When I think a little change will do 
me good I stop in at the steamship of- 
fice and say, “What are you now recom- 
mending as a desirable and restful trip 
for tired businessmen?” The _ polite 
young.man behind the counter will load 
me up. with. beautifully and profusely 
illustrated. circulars that set forth all 
the glories of the Edens to be reached 
across the seas. The lovely land of 
Wherever-it-is ! 

Under the lamp that night I step 
aboard the palatial steamship and oc- 
cupy the $3,000 salon-de-lux and go sail- 
ing away to the lands of perpetual sun- 
shine, and delight beyond measure! 

Now here in these last two chapters 
of Revelation every real Christian, the 
kind described in the Book, can enjoy 
the new Jerusalem just as I can enjoy 
the pleasures of the ‘countries upon 
whose land I have never set foot. For 
what purpose do you suppose we have 
been “equipped with the faculty of im- 
agination? One is that we can enjoy 
the: Heaven, to which présently we will 
go, a little bit here and-now! 


The Glory of God.—The city. had no 
need ofthe sun, .... for the glory of 
God did lighten it. (v: 23). We-.should 
have no trouble in understanding John’s 
description of the new Jerusalem. This 
was revealed to. him in his human lone- 
liness as a prisoner on an island in the 
midst of a restless sea. 

Have you given any attention to the 
modern way of lighting? The “bottles” 
with the light inside are no more in 
sight, yet the room is as light as day. 

The auditorium, where every Sunday 
morning I meet-the men of the Iron 
Rose Bible Class-is lighted- by the Old 
Susquehanna River, some sixty or more 
miles away. If one did. not know better 
he might think we had no need of the 
sun for lighting. .We have, instead,-the 
river.- But most folks know that the 
water of the river.in its rushing down 
to. the ocean spins the -turbines - with 
great -power. -.This power. sends -that 
mysterious “juice” we call electricity 
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over a wire no larger than your pencil. 

Yet the sun, in some mysterious way, 
“draws the pure water” from the ocean, 
leaving the salt and the lead and the 
gold, etc., and drops it upon the New 
York and Pennsylvania landscape. Then 
the water rushes back to the sea from 
which it came. In the migration of the 
water it blesses the human race with 
light, heat, power, and_ healing. 

John. saw no sea. There. is no—job- 
for the sun in the new Jerusalem. - God 
is the light, we are told. No wonder 
that to see God would mean death to 
a mortal.. Even Moses could not see the 
Great Light of Heaven and live (Exod. 
33:20). 

When we look at the eclipse of just 
our ordinary every day working Old 
Sol, we have to veil our eyes with 
smoked glasses. 

There are certain people who seem 
to have a light-shedding power. There 
has been bad news and all are feeling 
depressed — “blue.” In comes one of 
“God’s own,” in whom shines a little of 
God’s spirit. The whole atmosphere of 
gloom and darkness is changed to one 
of light. : 

This is what happened when Elizabeth 
Fry would enter the English prisons 
with their misery and _ hopelessness. 
And Florence Nightingale in the hos- 
pitals back of the firing lines.

Beginning: Complete satisfaction. 
Discussion: How does faith in God’s 
promise for the future, as made in His 
Word, affect our dealing with present 
conditions whatever they may be? 
Objective: Psalm 37:5. 











AY, fellows, if you are fully satisfied 
and perfectly happy about every- 
thing, the Book of Revelation will have 
very little of vital interest for you. 
If your physical condition is perfect, 
and you may be assured it is perma- 
nently so; if you are sure you will never 
die; if relationships at home and out- 
side of home are congenial—even joy- 
ous—and you have assurance they will 
never be otherwise; if your spirit is 
buoyant and your heart is filled to the 
brim with happiness, and you know that 
no cloud will ever come in your rosy 
sky: then I am sure this account of 
the new Jerusalem will only strike you 
as being a highly fanciful word picture, 
not specially intended for your serious 
consideration. 
But, if you have suffered physical 
weakness and pain; if you are conscious 


_ of the fact that in the natural course 


of events your body will have to die 
and return to the dust; if you know what 
it is to have upsets and disappointments 
in your social relationships or in your 
work or plans for work or play; if even 
now in your youth you have known sor- 
row, or have had something to crush 
your spirit and take the joy out of life; 
if you have been led by any unfor- 
tunate experience —or a series of them 
—to wonder what may be, after all, at 
the end of the trail: then, my dear fel- 
low, you have a big kick coming to you 
out of the prophecy of Isaiah in his 
chapter eleven, and in this wonderful 
statement of its fulfillment in Revela- 
tion, chapter 21—our lesson today. 


We have a very active faculty —im- 
agination. It enables us at times to cut 
clear of tedious realities and soar abroad 
into the realm of fancy. Writers of 
children’s books have taken advantage 
of this and have produced Andersen’s 
and Grimm’s fairy tales, Aladdin’s Lamp, 
Baron Munchausen, and Alice in Won- 
derland, which have delighted young 
people—and even adults—for ages 
past. But I want to tell you, fellows, 
the Apostle John, under the inspiration 
of no less a person than the Holy Spirit, 
has given us here a more wonderful 
picture than all of those combined, and 
the blessed thing about it is that it is 
true. 

We know when we read fiction and 
stories of magic that they are not real; 
and I remember distinctly, as a boy, 
how let down I would feel after reading 
those fairy stories. I would get so im- 
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mersed in them that they would “a 
brief moment seem real; I was in an- 
other world, and how I did enjoy it; 
but there was always the “come back” 
to earth again— back to dull realities 
where there were lessons to get, ‘And 
on Saturday mornings the basement .to 
clean up or the grass to cut, before I 
could even dig the worms to go a-fishing. 

The glorious thing about this “new 
heaven” and “new earth” described in 
Revelation is that it is true. God, our 
Heavenly Father, never would have said 
it if it were not so. Jesus, our Saviour, 
when He told of the mansions being 
prepared for us in our Father’s house, 
said, “If it were not so, I would have 
told you” (John 14:1-3). He knew there 
would be skeptics. He knew that the 
promise was so. wonderful that even 
Christians might have moments of doubt. 

And this is the place that awaits you 
and me at the end of the trail, if we 
are willing to take God at His Word: 
no more pain, no more sorrow, no more 
tears, no more death —for all these will 
have passed away forever; and in their 
place the fountain of living water and 
the glorious presence of Jesus Christ 
our Saviour, in the city which has no 
need of the sun, because it is eternal day, 
and Jesus Himself is the Light of it.

F YOU have access to a file of the 

Times you might use the story of 
“Jacob’s Gold Hunt” (founded on fact), 
by Amelia O. Stott, in the department 
“Children at Home,” issue of July 3, 1937. 
This is the story of an African slave 
boy who ran away from his cruel mas- 
ter. Then he heard stories of towns 
where the streets seemed covered with 
gold to be picked up by anyone. He 
asked a man, who proved to be a mis- 
sionary, if he knew the way to reach 
a city with streets all covered with gold. 
The missionary took the boy home, but 
the Devil nearly made the boy miss the 
way to the Heavenly City. 

Then read to the class from the Bible 
the description of the City about which 
the missionary told Jacob (Rev. 21:1-4, 
18-27; 22:1-5, 14, 15, 17). Have the chil- 
dren. read John 14:2, 3. Call for an 
expression of how many want to go 
there, and point out the conditions (21: 
27). 

Chapters 19 to 22 of Revelation are 
packed with thrilling and vital events. 
Give the children written questions to 
answer to stimulate their reading the 
chapters, or having someone read to 
them. (1) How was the Lamb’s bride 
dressed? (The bride means all those who 
love the Lord Jesus.) (2) Who was the 
rider on the white horse? (3) Where 
was the Devil put for a thousand years? 
(This thousand years is called the mil- 
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lennium.) (4) After the Devil was let 
loose~and, started trouble again, where 
was he put forever? (5) Who was the 
Judge who decided the fate of every 
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\pperson?. * (6), Where’ will all liars go? 


(7) What tree is.mentioned in the City? 
(8) What invitation is’ given three 
times? 

If you used the picture “Christ or 
Diana?” in Lessons 10 and 11, hang or 
paste it at the top of a large poster. 
Beneath the picture print “Christ or 
Diana?” with the words large enough 
and far enough apart so that “Christ” 
will serve as a heading for one column 
and “Diana?” for a second. Ask the 
pupils to name the results if the girl 
chooses Christ. List them in the first 
column. Call also for what the results 
will be if she chooses Diana. List 
them in the second column. These lists 
will furnish a review of the studies in 
Revelation, and can be completed next 
Sunday when the pupils have finished 
reading Revelation. At the bottom of 
the poster may be written Paul’s con- 
clusion in Romans 8:18 and 2 Corinth- 
ians 4:17. Consult 2 Corinthians 11:24- 
27 for his own account of his “light 
affliction.” The first column should in- 
clude such items as: killed by the lions, 
a crown of life, not being hurt by the 
second death, white robes, praising God, 
reigning with Christ, no suffering in 
Heaven. Pupils may also like to search 
out and print the reference for each 
promise. In fact this would furnish a 
good opportunity to introduce the use 
of a concordance, and Juniors usually 
enjoy some of this kind of work. Sug- 
gest that they look under “overcome” 
and “overcometh.” Explain that the 
verses under a word are arranged in 
the order they appear in the Bible, Gen- 
esis ones first, Revelation ones last. Use 
only Revelation verses for the list. Let 
pupils note the substitution of the let- 
ter for the word, and let them judge 
from the sample of each verse given 
whether the reference is one they want 
to use. The second column may include: 
going free, yielding to temptation, being 
ashamed. 

If you taught the names of the books 
of the New Testament this quarter, work 
in a review of them sometime this Sun- 
day or next. A little award, such as a 
bookmark, may be given to each one 
who can recite them correctly. The 
awards need not be mentioned, but it 
would be well to let the pupils know 
the Sunday before that each pupil will 
be given an opportunity to show that 
he has learned the titles. Awards need 
not entail expense. I have cut book- 
marks 1% inches by 4 inches for use 
in Testaments, from colored pamphlet 
covers of good quality, decorated them 
with tiny but clear pictures clipped from 
religious supply house catalogues, and 
printed-on them an appropriate Bible 
verse.

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world, some large and beautiful, some 
small and lovely. Some are so poor and 
shabby that nobody but the people who 
love them could see any beauty in them. 
I know of shacks and tents, and huts 
made out of five-gallon cans, old broken 
down trailer houses, that are the only 
homes families have. If you have a 
comfortable home, thank God for it. 

But something happens to all the 
homes of earth, sooner or later. Some 
of those that have been beautiful and 
enduring, and have been lived in for 
hundreds of years, are being blown to 
pieces in air raids this year. Homes 
have been swept away by floods. They 
have been shaken down by earthquakes 
and covered by volcanic ashes. Some 
homes have fallen down from neglect, 
because nobody repaired them. Some 
homes are burned, some destroyed by 
cyclones and tornadoes and hurricanes. 

When we are little children, our home 
seems so solid and sure that we think 
it will always be there, but sometimes 
when we go back to visit it when we 
are old, the home is gone, and it is even 
difficult to find the location.

N A land such as ours, where a very 

large part of the religious life is at 
least Christian in name, the term “re- 
ligion” usually implies Christianity. But 
we must not forget, in studying such a 
topic as the one assigned for this week, 
that, to some, “religion” may not mean 
Christianity at all. Shintoism in Japan 
is a religion. It requires its followers 
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to hold definite religious beliefs and to 
perform. definite religious acts. Bud- 
dhism in India, or wherever it may be 
practiced, is a religion. Even Nazism 
and Fascism, although promulgated as 
ways of life, nevertheless to many have 
become religions. And so, therefore, in 
thinking about religion in a democracy, 
it is important for us to determine what 
religion we are going to consider. 


God’s Word is clear-cut on this issue, 
as our Scripture lesson for this week 
reminds us. It does not tell us that 
happy is that people who are religious, 
but, rather, happy is that people whose 
God is the Lord (Psa. 144:15). Let us 
confine our thoughts, therefore, to the 
place of Christianity in a democracy. 


First, let us recognize what our de- 
mocracy owes to the Christian faith. In 
a large measure, this land was settled 
by men and women who came here, not 
to seek material gain, but to search for 
a place where they might worship God 
without restriction and dictation. Into 
our laws have gone many of the prin- 
ciples of the Christian faith, such as the 
recognition of the rights of the indi- 
vidual, the sacredness of human life, the 
sanctity of the home, and the right to 
choose one’s livelihood, the right of all 
to receive a fair wage for work, and 
the like. 

To Christian teaching, our democracy 
owes much in the respect that the ma- 
jority of people in our land have for 
duly authorized authority and govern- 
ment. To Christian teaching our land 
owes the shaping of public opinion 
against lawlessness and anarchy. To 
Christian teaching our democracy owes 
a high moral standard not to be found 
in many other lands, and almost wholly 
absent where the Gospel message has 
not been permitted. to grow. And, as 
we saw iast week, to Christian teaching 
our democracy owes the large place 
given to education, a place denied ‘to it 
in lands without Christian background. 

As these lines of thought are devel- 
oped in our meeting, the question will 
undoubtedly arise as to how Christian- 
ity may take even a larger place in our 
present-day democracy. There will be 
inevitable conclusions in considering 
this question. One will be that, since 
faith in the Lord Jesus can play such a 
large part in the establishment of our 
democracy, surely it can have even a 
larger part in the maintenance of it. 
Therefore, one of the ways in which we, 
as Christians, can help preserve in our 
democracy the Christian principles upon 
which it was founded will be to win, 
far and wide, men and women to a 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus and saving 
faith in Him, 

Since Christian principles have given 
us a high standard of morality, that 
standard must be preserved and raised

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by the influence of the Lord Jesus in the 
lives of an ever increasing number. 

If it is true that God’s Word has power 
to change the heart and life, then why 
do we deny it, in our democracy, to 
countless boys and girls by yielding to 
the desire of a few atheists who would 
ban it from our public schools? 

If, as we profess to believe, a Christ- 
controlled conscience in the Church of 
Christ will lead men and women to vote 
for those laws that maintain morality 
and righteousness in the nation, and 
against those issues that undermine 
character and crush righteousness, why 
does not the Church do all in her power 
to bring about a spiritual awakening 
through preaching, not politics, but 
Christ; not reform, but regeneration?

prayer went up to God for the salva- 
tion of crew and passengers it need of 
Christ, and for the well-being of those 
still in German hands. 

Another worker bore witness to the 
keeping power of the living God whom 
she served: 

“It has been my lot to go through 
the Zamzam disaster. I have also passed 
the British blockade on a German boat. 
. . . But I stand before you safe and 
sound this evening because the promises 
of God’s Word are true. ... The sweet 
assurance that I had when I left the 
Mission headquarters and went aboard 
the Zamzam was this: ‘Anywhere with 
Jesus, I can safely go.’ We have trav- 
eled 22,000 miles by water and have 
seen something of the war-stricken 
places of Europe, yet God has kept us 
through all these difficulties. We praise 
Him for His faithfulness and keeping 
power.” 

Said another: “I think the thing that 
we should keep in mind above every- 
thing else when we are thinking of the 
Zamzam disaster is that God allowed 
it. He with whom nothing is impossible 
allowed it. Someone called the prison 
ship a missionary training ship, and I, 
with all my heart, will say that God’s 
Word was never so sweet, His presence 
never so real.” 

Like believers of old in the face of 
persecution for their Lord, another 
young lady could count it all joy in the 
hour of suffering. This was her testi- 
mony: “What a joy it has been to us 
to realiy prove His power, His love, and 
His might for each one of us! Truly 
I can say that with all my heart, ‘This is 
the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous 
in our eyes’!” (Psa. 118:23.) 

Not the least of God’s gifts to His own, 
as they passed through the deep waters 
of trial, had been the brilliant rainbows, 
bringing reassurance all along the way. 
As He had placed His message in the 
clouds over the South American shores, 
so again, out of a rainless sky and over 
a calm sea, He had flashed His rainbow 
of promise to the stricken ones out in 
the lifeboats, as they faced the raider 
that had been their undoing. It had 
been His sign to them throughout the 
trip at every crisis time. And lo, over 
the coast of France, as they reached a 
place of safety, they had seen it again, 
double this time — their token of prom- 
ises fulfilled. : 

The missionaries who appeared in 
Brooklyn that night were not a group of 
refugees returning in defeat. They were 
a band of soldiers coming home in tri- 
umph. They had proved God’s prom- 
ises. They had known God’s peace and 
victory when all about was terror. He 
who called them forth is calling them 
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still, and by His grace they are willing 
and ready to go again at His command. 
Their look of faith into the Master’s face 
and their vision of His undertaking for 
the days to come were aptly set forth 
by the chairman that night as he quoted 
from these lines by John Newton: 
His love, in time past, 
Forbids me to think 
He'll leave me at last 
In trouble to sink: * 
Each sweet Ebenezer 
I have in review 
Confirms His good pleasure 
To help me quite through. 
Determined to save, 
He watched o’er my path, 
When Satan’s blind slave, 
I sported with death. 
And can He have taught me 
To trust in His name, 
And thus far have brought me 
To put me to shame?

study nights, led to much personal work 
among friends and neighbors, and others, 
and many most touching subjects of 
prayer were brought in. 

One day a man and wife arrived from 
a distance to visit their special friends, a 
deacon and his wife. It was prayer 
meeting night and the deacon, a busi- 
nessman, said, “We have a special busi- 
ness engagement tonight, which it is 
impossible for us to break, but it is one 
in which we think you might be inter- 
ested, and we wish you might come with 
us. It is our weekly church prayer 
meeting.” 

“Only a prayer meeting—and we 
came so far and have such a short time 
to stay! No, we will wait here and 
rest.” 

“Very well, here are papers and books; 
and we will hurry back.” 

After they had gone the friends said, 
“What do you know about that? We 
have been such good friends; why should 
they leave us, especially for an old dead 
church prayer meeting? And why did 
they call it a business meeting?” A 
little later the wife said, “I am almost 
overcome with curiosity. There must 
be something peculiar about that meet- 
ing. Suppose we go over for a few mo- 
ments; slip in the back and see what is 
going on, and slip back before they 
come. Thev need not know it.” 

They went, had to stand at the back, 
but saw and heard what were to them 
amazing things. 

When the deacon and his wife re- 
turned and sat down to visit, their 
friends said, “We have a confession to 
make. Our curiosity got the better of 
us, and we went over to your meeting 
to see what it was all about. We were 


thrilled; we were never in such a place 
before; it was all so simple; not much 
to it, yet there was everything to it— 
the intense interest and eagerness that 
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we never thought possible in a prayer 
meeting. We can scarcely wait to get 
home to tell the folks about it.” 

A few of the folks came to me one 
day and said that some were wishing 
we might have a testimony meeting. All 
right, that’s fine! When shall we have 
it? That was a problem. We had two 
Bible study nights a week, one prayer 
meeting night, one night when the choir 
had a little Bible study, prayer service, 
and practice; then we had a night which 
we called a Christian Social Help eve- 
ning, when some gathered for social 
fellowship and to help anyone with 
problems of various kinds; this also was 
open to the public. Many, even non- 
church people, came. There-was only 
one night left. We chose that- evening 
for the testimony meeting. 

What? The church open every night 
in the week? Certainiy, why not? The 
Devil’s houses are open every night, 
and until midnight and after. In a 
church of ordinary size, where the peo- 
ple, including young people, are Spirit- 
filled and love the Lord and His Word 
and work and have no desire for carnal, 
worldly things, there are plenty of de- 
lightful and satisfying things to do 
“down at the.church” every night. And 
oh, how many tired, discouraged, sin- 
sick souls there are who are longing for 
help, if they only knew where to find 
it. This does not mean, of course, that 
everyone could or should be there every 
night, but the church is a lighthouse, and 
a lighthouse should shine steadily. 

Now a real church prayer meeting is 
a simple, easy matter. There is nothing 
difficult about it. Three things are 
necessary: Desire, will, action.
